on “Conservation” ’|j 


The Andover Garden Club met on 
Tuesday morning at the Addison Gal- 
lery. The Program Committee had desig- 
nated this meeting on the year’s program 
as a Conservation meeting, and were 
most fortunate in securing Mr. Egbert 
Hans as a speaker. His subject was: “Our 
Natural Beauty; What is it; How shall we 
preserve it 4 

Mr. Hans spoke first of what conserva- 
tion means in New England and particu- 
larly in Massachusetts. He feels that 
heauty of association and an appreciation 
of natural beauty must be a part of our 
educational system if we are to hope for 
the preservation of the country’s natural 
beauty and an elimination of the things 
which now destroy it. 

Mr. Hans also feels that the teaching of 
a history of peace in New England and 
what it has preserved for us is more im- 
portant than a history of war and its 
destruction. 

Three definite remedies were recom- 
mended for the destruction of our natural 
beauty :- 

1, State Control, with definite rules con- 
trolling the greatest area possible. 

2, Town zoning or planning, especially 
while the natural beauty is intact. 

3, That the state planning board be the 
ultimate agency with much more 
importance given to the Conservation 
Department. 

Mr. Hans showed a number of lantern 
slides of many picturesque parts of the 
state reservation in the Berkshires where 
their natural beauty, because state con- 
trolled, is unspoiled. In closing, Mr. Hans 
again spoke of the tremendous signifi-

It is a great event in the literary world 
when some unknown manuscript of a 
great writer is discovered. It is even more 
exciting when these manuscripts have lain 
hidden for almost 150 years. Everybody 
knows of Samuel Johnson, the dictator of 

English Letters in the 18th century, and 
of his careful biographer, James Boswell. 
Consequently, when Colonel Ralph Isham 
recently bought from Bosewll’s descen- 
dants enough previously undiscovered 
Boswell manuscripts to fill eighteen 
volumes when edited and printed, it 
created a sensation of the first magnitude.

favor of the erection of a new court- 
house; more probably the town 
would be against it, or at least the 
vote would be very close. 


Before the state legislature takes 
any step such as this, any step 
which means a direct levy against 
the real estate taxpayers of any town, 
it should endeavor to ascertain the 
will of the voters of those towns in 
the only way that that will can be 
ascertained: through the town meet- 
ing. When our town meeting was 
held this year, it was known that this 
bill for a new courthouse would be 
brought up before the state legisla- 
ture, and a resolution could have 
been adopted pro.or con at that 
meeting to guide, at least, the state- 
ments of our representatives and 
our town officials when the legislature 
takes action on the proposal. 


At present it looks very much as 
if our next town meeting will see a 
request for $7000 or so that can only 
be answered by a “Yes” vote. The 
Lawrence City Council, stating that 
the police station building, erected 
mainly to house the district court on 
the second floor, would be half- 
wasted were the court to move, has 
gone on record as being against the 
proposal. The Lawrence Taxpayers’ 
association, finding that criminal 
cases since 1982 have gone down 
from 3493 to 2981 and civil cases 
from 1817 to 1622, feels that there is 
no need of any entirely new building. 
And yet, with these two groups 
showing that there is at least some 
question about the advisability of 
the erection of such a building, the 
Town of Andover, its wishes not 
consulted, will probably haye to 
help pay the bill approved by the 
state legislature.

The state legislature, probably 
without much actual knowledge of 
court conditions in this section of 
Essex county, is looking very favor- 
ably at present on a proposal to 
build a new district courthouse in 
Lawrence at a cost estimated at 
various times between $215,000 and 
$300,000. Ordinarily the erection of 
any building in Lawrence would be of 
no concern to Andover, but in this 
case it has a very definite effect on 
the taxpayers of this town, based on 
the same reasoning which makes it 
mandatory for the town to appropri- 
ate each year so much for the county 
tuberculosis hospital and so much 
for the latest wrinkle: the purifica- 
tion of the clams down in Newbury- 
port. 

The Lawrence Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion in analyzing the district court- 
house problem found that Andover 
would have to pay $7,803.30 as its 
share of the cost of the building. In 
other words our tax rate automatical- 
ly would be jumped fifty cents, and 
this town would be able to say noth- 
ing about it. The state legislature at 
present is doing something which 
will mean a dictation of what the 
town shall appropriate at a future 
town meeting. 

There is no way at present in 
which anyone can find out what the 
sentiment of the town on this matter 
is. No one can say that Andover is 
against paying nearly $8,000 for its 
share of a new district courthouse; no 
one can say that Andover is in favor 
of it. The only way that Andover’s 
viewpoint on this matter can be de- 
termined is through the town meet- 
ing. Possibly a vote taken at such a 
“meeting would be oberwhelmingly in

NO CONSOLATIONS 


Deat Eprror: ; 

I wonder if I may use the Townsman in 
order to answer the two letters written by 
Mr. Kierstead and Mr. Dimlich in last 
week’s Townsman as replies to my letter 
of the previous week. 

The two writers claim that the Select- 
men and members of the School Commit- 
tee who voted to restore Dr. Stowers to 
the school board three weeks after the 
voters had failed to endorse his candidacy 
‘properly represented the voters of Ang 
dover.’ They claim that no one was 
definitely ‘‘rejected’’ or ‘‘defeated.” 
Since there were only four in the race, and 
only three could be elected, they claim 
that Dr. Stowers, who came in fourth, 
was not defeated. ‘“‘None of the other 
names,’’ Mr. Dimlich states, ‘“‘were on 
the election ballot and consequently re- 
ceived no votes.” 


This line of reasoning does not square 
with precedent or with logic. On the 
School board now are two other members 
who came there in the first place through 
appointment: Mrs. Angus and Mr. Car- 
ter. If Mr. Dimlich’s and Mr. Keirstead’s 
reasoning had been followed in their 
cases, neither would have been appointed. 
Mrs. Angus was named by the Selectmen 
and School Committee in 1933; her name 
had not appeared on the ballot the pre- 
ceding March and consequently she had 
received no votes. In her place, according 
to the two writers Allan V. Heely would 
have been named for he was the fourth 
on the ballot that year. 

Mr. Carter was named to the School 
board in 1985, immediately after the elec- 
tion, just as Dr. Stowers was. He took the 
place of Selectman J. Everett Collins. 
Yet his name did not appear on the ballot. 
Were Mr. Keirstead’s and Mr. Dimlich’s 
reasoning followed, Winthrop R. Newman 
would have been named instead of Mr. 
Carter. 


The Selectmen and the School board in 
appointing a member to fill a vacancy are 
not acting for themselves; they are acting 
as representatives for the voters. They 
take the place of a special town election, 
and they should in appointing a member 
choose a citizen who, were that election 
actually held, would have secured the en- 
dorsement of the voters. Dr. Stowers, 
who failed to secure the endorsement of 
the voters three weeks before, certainly 
was the least logical of the persons voted 
for. Mr. Carter and Mrs. Angus have led 
their tickets in elections since, proving 
that the appointers in those two cases 
properly represented the voters’ wishes, 
but a man who six years ago was second, 
three years ago was third, and this year 
fourth, cannot in any way be considered 
to have the prime requisite: the backing 
of the voters. 

To say that since no one else was on the 
ballot Dr. Stowers was not defeated 
when he came in fourth is ridiculous. No 
credit goes to the man who runs second in 
a race in which only two are entered, or 
if he runs tenth in a race that has only ten, 
or fourth in a race that has only four. 

Our democratic form of government 
puts many prizes within reach of the 
average man, but Mr. Keirstead’s and 
Mr. Dimlich’s letters were the first ar- 
ticles I ever saw which advocated conso- 
lation prizes to the man who comes in 
last.

Only in the Christian communities of 
China, Japan and the United States js 
there an adequate basis for international 
friendship sufficient to modify and direct 
an otherwise entirely selfish nationalism, 
believes Rev. Wynn Cowan Fairfield, 
D.D., of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions, Boston, 
and formerly of Taiku, North China, who 
will speak Sunday morning at 10.45 in the 
Free church on ‘‘ Twentieth Century Mis- 
sions in Revolutionary China.”’

Dr. Fairfield’s seven months’ visit in 
1935 to China and Japan, plus 19 years of 
actual residence in North China, give 
him an unusual background of knowledge 
of the Chinese and Japanese people as 
well as the international implications 0!

Born in Iowa but spending much of his 
early life in Washington, D. C., Dr. Fair- 
field was graduated from Oberlin College 
and went to China in 1910 where he served 
in an interior station doing first chureh 
work and then, for ten years, educational 
work.

THEREMIN RECITAL 


Last Friday the junior high school was 
the guest of Punchard for one of the most 
interesting and educational assemblies of 
the year, held in the auditorium. Mischa 
Tulin, a Russian scientist and musician, 
played some familiar selections on the 
theremin, science’s latest gift to the music 
world. He also played an electric cello, 
bass viola, and bassoon. This intrument, 
the theremin, was invented by a Russian 
of the same name. It is a large box con- 
taining tubes and so forth and is on the 
same principle as the radio. On the top 
there projects a vertical silver bar and a 
horizontal bar sticks out from the side. 
It is played by putting the hands near the 
bar and continually placing them near it 
and then drawing them back. The human 
body is a conductor of electricity, and 
there is, for a radius of three and one-half 
feet around each bar, an invisible field of 
electricity. So then, when the player puts 
his hands near the bar it results in the 
producing of a sound. By moving his hand 
back and forth he can regulate the sound 
and play a tune. The vertical bar is the 
one that produces the music and regulates 
the tempo, while the horizontal bar con- 
trols the volume. Mischa Tulin said that 
he has played the theremin in many of

Opens Monday 


The drama course to be given here by 
Mrs. Mabel Foote Hobbs, drama con- 
sultant of the National Recreation asso- 
ciation, beginning April 12th and con- 
tinuing on the 18th and 14th at the 
Andover Guild will demonstrate the first 
steps in the organization and production 
of plays. 

The course will feature the short play 
asa ‘‘Drama Ice-Breaker’’ as Mrs. Hobbs 
calls it. The members of the class will be 
thrown immediately into the business of 
acting out this form of dramatic enter- 
tainment. The instructor will also issue 
the play lists selected from the best of the 
current offerings of the playwrights and 
publishers. These plays, according to the 
announcement, will be the kind that 
cannot fail, given reasonably good direc- 
tion. They will be suited to actors from 
six to eighty years of age and to many 
different types of organizations.

‘Smith Instructor 
Talks on Authors

department of Smith college and author of

Suggestions Made 
bv Tree Warden 


Recently tree warden G. Richard 
Abbott attended a course for tree warden 
and foresters at the Massachusetts State 
college. Nearly forty men, among them 
tree wardens, foresters, tree experts, tele- 
phone men, state highway men, and a few 
others attended this course. One afternoon 
was spent at the United States labora- 
tories in Greenfield, where the govern- 
ment has its headquarters for the suppres- 
sion of the gypsy, brown tail moth and 
other insect pests. 

During March the tree department 
pruned elm and ash trees on Salem street 
and pine trees on Holt road. A good deal 
of time was spent pruning trees on the 
grounds of the Richardson school on 
Lowell street. Three badly decayed trees 
were removed. An elm tree on Lowell 
street partly dead and badly infested with 
horers was removed. With the cooperation 
and assistance of the Lawrence Gas and 
Electric company, two decayed and 
dangerous elm trees were cut down and 
dangerous branches overhanging electric 
wires were removed. Some brush was cut 
and burned on the roadsides. 

Mr. Abbott was appointed moth 
superintendent by the selectmen and was 
approved by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Conservation. He was sworn in as 
moth superintendent on March 29th. 

The moth department bought a 1934 
one and one-half ton Dodge truck for $400 
as appropriated by the town meeting. 
Arsenate of lead was ordered from W. R. 
Hill and J. E. Pitman, Est. The amount 
was equally divided as they were low 
bidders at the same price. 


The moth superintendent recommends 
that pear trees be sprayed as soon as 
possible with dormant oil spray against 
pear psylla. Dormant strength lime sul- 
phur may also be used but care should be 
taken when spraying near buildings, as 
lime sulphur discolors paint. Dormant 
spray smay be applied to fruit trees 
against scale insects, red mite, etc., during 
April up until the buds Lurst open to 
about one-half inch in length. 


Shade trees badly infested with scale 
may be sprayed with dormant. sprays. 
Sugar maples should not be sprayed with

(‘Black Leaf 40”) with spray oil as a 
spreader. Or use nicotine sulphate and 
soap. Spray on a warm day with tempera- 
ture over 55 degrees. Dormant strength 
lime sulphur may be used if the ever- 
greens are away from painted surfaces. 
Dormant spray oil at reduced strength | 
may be used on cool cloudy days. (Your | 
hardware dealer or insecticide company | 
can supply you with spray material.) 

The extension service of the Massachu- 
setts state college has leaflets for small | 
growers on spraying apple, pear, peach, 
plum, and cherry trees. Any one of them 
may be had by writing the Mailing 
Room, Massachusetts state college, Am- 
herst, Mass.

Cooperation Urged 


by Planning Board 


A statement urging property owners 
who are developing land to first consult 
the planning board, board of survey and 
Board of Public Works, and also urging 
that public sentiment arouse itself 
against unsightly signs, was issued this 
week by the town planning board. 

The statement follows in part: 

*“Property owners developing land for 
homes go ahead with their own ideas 
without consulting planning board, board 
of survey, and Board of Public Works. It 
is obviously unfair to the citizens and tax- 
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payers to be called upon to reimburse 
owners for water extensions put in, 
permanent streets, lighting, ete., without 
having their elective boards at least given 
an opportunity to see if plans conform 
with present systems now operating. The 
property owners have no intention of 
ignoring these boards, but have gone 
ahead without giving the matter con- 
sideration. 


‘Another problem is the erection in the 


town of certain refreshment ‘signs. Many 
of these signs are a violation of the town 
by-law and zoning law. We believe the one 
great influence that can help this situation 
is public sentiment. The planning board 
has protested since these signs were 
placed on stores and roadside. Our con- 
cern is increased by the thought of what 
other companies can do with these con- 
spicuous signs.”

Award Contract 
on Town’s Coal 


Annual contracts for coal were awarded 
to Cross Coal company Wednesday at a 
joint meeting of the selectmen and the 
school board’s sub-committee on buildings 
and grounds. The Cross company was low 
with a figure of $5.89 for the nut and 
slack used in the Central school plant's 
stokers and $6.38 for the run-of-the-mine 
coal for Indian Ridge, Shawsheen school, 
town house, infirmary and fire stations. 

The run-of-the-mine price was exactly 
the same as Mr. Cross bid last year, but 
the nut and slack has risen from $5.62 to 
$5.89. 

The Board of Public Works recently 
ordered 200 tons of high-grade New 
River from Cross coal at $6.35. 

The call for bids specified 1310 tons, 
distributed as follows: Central schools 
965; Indian Ridge 55; Shawsheen 110; 
Infirmary 60; town hall 50; Central fire 
station 40; Ballardvale station 30. 

The Cross bid, with all the others, was 
qualified by a clause stating that the 
prices were subject to any changes made 
by wage agreements, etc. It is generally 
felt that there will be an increase in soft 
coal prices because of higher wages.

Routine work is now being done by the 
Board of Public Works, as follows: scrap- 
ing country roads, making ready for tar 
applications, rolling the lawns at the 
parks, gravelling in holes. Next week the 
snow fences will be taken down. A farm 
to market job is being done on Haggetts 
pond road, and sewer and water is being 
installed in a new Johnson Acres road at 
Mr. Cheever’s expense.
